WAR SECRETARY IS BITTER 


A ttacks Red Flag and Its Adherents 


In Speech at 8 eattle--D ines on F lag­ 


ship W hile M ob Raids Properties of 


Socialists and Industrial W orkers.

19.—Sailo rs 
and marines fro m the United States 
Pacific reserv e fleet at ancho r here 
and 100 civ ilians sacked So cialist and 
Industrial 
W o rkers o f 
the 
Wo rld 
headquarters here while Secretary o f 
the Nav y Daniels was dining with 
Admiral Reyno lds o n the latter’s flag­ 
ship. 
The rio t is said to hav e been in­ 
spired partly 
by a denunciatio n o f 
the red flag made by Secretary Dan­ 
iels in an address at a banquet at 
the Rainier club. 
After sto rming the upto wn head­ 
quarters o f the industrial Wo rkers, 
the rio ters attacked the big headquar­ 
ters o n Washingto n 
street in 
the 
so uthern part o f the city. The co n­ 
tents o f the building were dragged 
into the street and a l>o nflre made o f 
them. 
While 
the 
diso rder was in 
pro gress, po licemen made mild effo rts 
to persuade the rio ters to disperse. 
An attack then was made o n So cial­ 
ist 
headquarters. 
Furniture 
was 
dragged into the 
street 
anti 
de­ 
stro yed. 
So cialist 
literature 
was 
stamj/ed upo n and the building was 
deco rated with small American flags. 
By this time wo rd o f the diso rders 
had reached o fficers o f the fleet and a 
pro v o st guard was started asho re in 
cutters to arrest all men asho re. 


Daniels Attacks M ayor Cotterlll. 
“The red flag has no plat e in this 
co untry,” Secretary Daniels declared, 
“and believ ers in it hav e no place in 
this co untry, A mayo r who do eB no t 
enfo rce the law against the red flag 
is no t fit to ho ld o ffice, and peo ple 
who believ e in the red flag sho uld be 
driv en fro m the co untry.” 
Wo rd was passed abo ut the street 
that the secretary had made an ad­ 
dress dev o ted to the two flags, and 
had urged that all believ ers in the m l 
flag be driv en o ut o f the co untry. 
A 
wrecking party o f abo ut a do zen men, 
aided 
by sev eral members o f 
the 
Washingto n nav al militia and by abo ut 
100 yo ung civ ilians, who made mo st o f 
the no ise, sthrted o ut 
Wav ing United 
States flags the 
sto rming party swo o ped do wn o n a 
cart news stand o f a So cialist at the 
busiest co rner o f the city. 
The cart 
was bro ken to splinters in a mo ment 
and the big sto ck o f So cialist papers 
and magazines strewn in the street 
and Jumped upo n. 
The mo b pro ceeded to the So cialist 
headquarters, smashed in the plate 
glass fro nt and nailed A m e r ic a n flags 
pn the fro nt o f the building. 
Two po licemen smiled co mplacently 
upo n the wreckers. The sailo rs start­ 
ed to drag the furniture and bo o ks 
into the street, but the po licemen 
sto pped them. 
Ano ther self-appo inted lo ader led 
the party to ward an o ld church which 
had just been v acated by the Mo der­ 
ates. As the nav al men were cro ssing 
an intersecting street they were o v er­ 
hauled by an auto mo bile full o f po ­ 
licemen, headed by a captain who to ld 
the sailo rs that if they did no t dis­ 
perse he wo uld arrest ev ery o ne o f 
them. 
The 
po licemen, 
by 
maneuv ering, 
separated the men in unifo rm and 
scattered them. No handling o f them 
was necessary'. 
The men sho ut« ! to 
the po lice: 
“Yo ur mayo r wo n't do anything to 
pro tect the flag,* so we are sav ing yo ur 
city." 
A yo ung civ ilian who had been en­ 
deav o ring to incite the sailo rs kept 
sho uting to them to “Go and get M.\y- 
o r Co tterlll.” 
No arrests were made 
During the administratio n o f Mayo r 
Geo rge Co tterlll all 
street o rato rs 
hav e been giv en full license to Bpeak 
as lo ng and lo udly as they cho se, pro ­ 
v ided they did no t blo ck traffic o r dis­ 
play the red flag.

Chapman was sitting o n the iro n 
ro lling Just abo v e ITo spect Po int and 
was seen to to pple backwards sud­ 
denly into the stream. 
After striking the water Chapman’s 
bo dy lo dged againBt two pro jectio ns 
o f ro ck, and this undo ubtedly sav ed 
him fro m almo st instant death. 
When the cry went up that a man 
was in the water. Jo hn Hughes and 
Tho mas S. Winders o f Niagara Falls. 
Tho mas D. Tho mas o f To ro nto and 
a fo urth man, who did no t giv e his 
name, leaped o v er the railing. 
The unidentified man waded sev ­ 
eral feet, but co uld no t reach Chap­ 
man, Hughes, Winders and Tho mas 
then fo rmed a chain fro m the iro n 
fence, and clinging to the unkno wn 
mnn'B ha nd enabled 
him to 
reach 
Chapman. 
Twice the man at the end o f the 
chain was swept fro m his feet, but he 
clung to his burden, and the united 
effo rts o f the men nearest, who had 
better fo o ting, finally swung the two 
o f them o ut o f the grasp o f the cur­ 
rent.

W alker Recalled. 
The div isio n in the ho upe banking 
and currency co mmittee reminds o ne 
that the Aldrich-Vreelund bill, the o nly 
currency measure that Ims passed in 
years, bad to co me fro m o utside that 
co mmittee. 
The members co uld no t 
ngree o n anything. 
Years ago Jo hn 
II. W alker o f M assachusetts was chair­ 
man o f the co mmittee, then numbering 
sev enteen members, nnd wo rked hard 
to get a bill agreed upo n and repo rted. 
But the same differences o f o pinio n as 
hav e existed and no w exist prev ented 
anything fro m being do ne.

W alker stepped into the co mmittee 
ro o m, and the o ther sixteen members 
were stinted at the table. 
lie glared 
at them fo r an instant and remarked: 
"Sixteen asses; sixteen unmitigated 
asses!" then adding after a pause,

than all fo r trying to acco mplish any­ 
thing with such material!” 
His Last Tariff Experience.

o n the tariff bill, but he says that was

Lo uisv ille, Ky., and 
Arkansas City, Kan., suffered at 104, I 
while St. Lo uis and Ev ansv ille, Ind., j 
registered 102.

was little 
refreshm ent fo r J 
Ev ansv ille apparently, the thermo me­ 
ter standing at 96. 
St. Igrnis faced a 
ho t night at 88. 
Medicine Hut, Can., 
reputed so urce o f co ld wav es, was 96. 
Suffering was intense at Lo ulav ille, 
Ky., where extreme humidity with 
twelv e deaths and a number o f pro s­ 
tratio ns was repo rted. 
The tempera- 
ture at 8 p. m. was 91 degrees. 
In 
Kaneas and Misso uri sho wers bro ught 
so me relief. 
While these cities were suffering 
Chicago nnd Clev eland were co mfo rt­ 
able at 76 and 78 and Buffalo was co o l 
at 70. Other cities in the Middle West 
were fav o r**d by tem peratures uo t ex­ 
treme fo r the seaso n. 
Three deaths and as many pro stra­ 
tio ns were caused by the heat at St. 
Lo uis. 
The go v ernment thermo meter 
registered 1U2 degrees in the shade at 
3:30 p. m., o ne degree abo v e the year’s 
reco rd.

Some Interesting information Re­ 
garding Timber Used in the Cuy- 
una Range Iron Mines 
An interesting feature of Forest 
Ranger Eisenach’s forthcoming re­ 
p ort to the state forester, is the chap ­ 
ter devoted to the timber annually 
used by the mines of the Cuyuna 
range, which includes the Barrows,* 
Thomp son, Armour No. 1, Armour No. 
2, Kennedy, Cuyuna-Duluth and Cuy- 
una-Mille Lacs mines, says the Ait­ 
k in Agé. 
Of logging timber the mines at 
p resent use jack p ine, tamarack , ce­ 
dar and sp ruce, of which 3,500 cords 
of the dimension 6x 8x 4, or 19 2 cubic 
feet to the cord are used. 
This tim­ 
ber has an average value of $5.50 p er 
cord, mak ing the value of the annual 
consump tion about $19 ,250. 
Of running timber* not including 
sawn lumber, 1,050,000 lineal feet of 
tamarack , sp ruce, p ine, jack p ine, 
birch, ash and map le are used, having 
a value of $48,000. 
Short ties, used in mining op era­ 
tions are of tamarack and sp ruce, and 
of this 8-foot stuff 10,000 p ieces are 
used annually, having a value of 
about $1,000. This brings the total 
value of all timber used to $68,250. 
Commenting in his rep ort on the 
timber situation 
Ranger Eisenach 
says: 
“The timber question will be a ser­ 
ious one in the future for the mines 
on the Cuyuna range on account of 
the scarcity of suitable material at. 
close range, mak ing it necessary to 
ship in timber at high cost, or use 
undesirable timber such as jack p ine 
which is handy.”

USE MUCH LOGGING TIMBER 


Some Interesting information Re­ 
garding Timber Used in the Cuy- 
una Range Iron Mines 


An in terestin g feature of Forest 
R anger E isenach’s forthcom ing re­ 
port to th© state forester, is the chap­ 
ter devoted to the tim ber annually 
used by the mines of the Cuyuna 
range, which includes the B arro w s,’ 
Thompson, Arm our No. I, A rm our No. 
2, Kennedy, O uyuna-D uluth and Cuy- 
una-M llle Lacs mines, says the A it­ 
kin Ag6. 
Of logging tim ber the mines at 
present use jack pine, tam arack, ce­ 
d ar and spruce, of which 3)500 cords 
of the dimension 6x8x4, or 192 cubic 
feet to th e cord are used. 
This tim ­ 
ber has an average value of $5.50 per 
cord, m aking the value of the annual 
consum ption about $19,250. 
Of ru n n in g timber., not including 
sawn lumber, 1,050,000 lineal feet of 
tam arack, spruce, pine, jack pine, 
birch, ash and maple are used, having 
a value of $48,000. 
Short ties, used in m ining opera­ 
tions are of tam arack and spruce, and 
of this 8-foot stuff 10,000 pieces are 
used annually, having a value of 
about $1,000. This brings the total 
value of all tim ber used to $68,250. 
C om m enting in his report on the 
tim ber situation 
R anger Eisenach 
says: 
“ Th© tim ber question will be a ser­ 
ious on© in the future for the mines 
on the Cuyuna range on account of 
the scarcity of suitable m aterial at 
close range, m aking it necessary to 
ship in tim ber at high cost, or use 
undesirable tim ber such as jack pine 
whicb is handy.”

ST. PAUL PIONEER IS DEAD 


Robert A. Smith, for Fifteen Years 
* 
1,'ayor of T hat City, Succumbs 


to Pneumonia. 


Form er 
Mayor 
Rot>ert A. 
Smith, 
•n e of th< most prom inent pioneers of 
Bt. Paul, both In politics and busi­ 
ness, Is dead. 
Mrs. C. W. Copley, bis 
daughter, wa* the only one present at 
his bedside when the end came. 
Al­ 
though he had been falling rapidly 
for several days he rallied and his 
death later came very suddenly. 
It 
was due to exhaustion, caused by his 
extrem e age and the weakening ef­ 
fects of an attack of pneum onia from 
which he was just recovering. 
He 
was 
eighty-five years 
of age, 
was 
mayor of St. Paul live term s and coun­ 
ty com m issioner a t the tim e of his 
death. 
The death of R obert A. Sm ith re­ 
moves a man who spent half a cen­ 
tury in public service. For three years 
he was auditor of W arwick county, 
Ind.; for three years he was secretary 
to Willis A. Gorman, territorial gov­ 
ernor of Minnesota, which included 
the functions of territorial librarian. 
Following this he was for twelve years 
treasurer of Ramsey county, and three 
years he represented the residents of 
the old Third ward in the city council. 
As representative in the legislature 
he served two years, while to this 
m ust be added four years as state 
senator. 
A sim ilar term was spent as 
the postm aster of S t Paul. 
And, fi­ 
nally, Robert A. Smith was mayor of 
Bt. Paul for fifteen years. 
His two defeats were fey mayor and 
lieutenant governor. 
His only defeat 
At th*' hands of St. Paul voters came 
In 
Although in his defeat for 
the office of lieutenant governor, how­ 
ever, he c (tried Ramsey county, while 
his running mate for governor lost the 
county by over 1,000 votes. 


HOUSE KILLS TONNAGE TAX 


Action Is Final in Present Minnesota 
Legislature. 
The tonnage tax bill was defeated in 
the lower house of the legislature by a 
vote of 61 to 55, but not w ithout a 
debate. 
Tonnage tax cannot come up 
again at this session of the legislature. 
It has been throttled in the house aud 
as it is a m easure providing for state 
revenue It cannot be introduced in 
the senate. 
The bill provided for a 
graduated tax per ton of iron ore 
mined in the state. 
W ithout a dissenting voice the sen­ 
ate passed the W allace-Fosseen bill, 
m aking property ow ners responsible 
for use of buildings for imm oral pur­ 
poses. 
U nder the provision of the 
W allace-Fosseen 
bill 
the 
property 
owner is m ade liable to civil suit and 
on conviction Is subject to a fine of 
<300 and the property to be vacated 
for twelve m onths. 
The house by a vote of 84 to 4 
passed a bill by C. N. O rr proposing 
an am endm ent to the constitution in­ 
creasing the m em bership of the su­ 
preme bench from five to seven. 
By a vote of 62 to 12 the house 
recommended for passage the H. H. 
Dunn anti-trust bill, after voting down 
an am endm ent by Thomas Kneeland 
to 
exem pt labor unions from 
the 
broad provisions of the bill.

A Breezy American Who Made tho 
Most of His Opportunity, 
When E. A lexander Powell w as the 
consular representative of the United 
States at A lexandria he received a call 
one morning from the president of an 
American concern engaged in the man­ 
ufacture of agricultural and well drill­ 
ing m achinery. 
This man explained 
that ha w as passing through Egypt 
and asked if It would be possible to 
obtain an audience with the khedive. 
In “The Last Frontier” Mr. Powell 
gives an am using account of the inter- 
| view*: 
A griculture and Its attendant prob- 
; lems of irrigation 
a n i 
fertilization 
i constitute the sole hobby and am use­ 
ment of the khedive. 
He is conse­ 
quently a ready and liberal purchaser 
of all improved types of agricultural 
machinery, which he puts to practical 
use on his great estates. 
The request 
of my com patriot was duly transm it­ 
ted to the grand m aster of ceremonies, 
aud shortly thereafter a reply reached 
me th a t nam ed the day and bour when 
his highness would receive us a t the 
palace of Ras-el-Ttn. 
Frock coated and top hatted we drove 
to the palace on the day appointed, 
were received by the officials of the 
household and shown into the audi­ 
ence room, w here his highness stood 
aw aiting us. 
A fter a cordial greeting 
the khedive drew me down beside him 
on a small sofa and motioned to my 
companion to take a chair opposite us. 
“It gives me particular pleasure.’’ I 
began, “to present Mr. K. to your 
highness, as be is an authority on agri­ 
cultural m achinery, a subject in which 
your highness Is, I know, much inter­ 
ested.” 
“Say. khedive,” exclaim ed my fellow 
countrym an, suddenly leaning forw ard 
and em phasizing every sentence by 
waggling his finger under the khe­

Ile 
is the nephew of Porfirio Diaz, who for 
more than thirty years wus dictator of 
Mexico. 
His father was General Felix 
Diaz. who was slain in 1871 hi the re­ 
volt of the Diaz faction against Presi­ 
dent Benito Juarez. 
Not only does tile younger Diaz 
physically resemble his banished un­ 
cle, but their careers up to the present 
are remarkably parallel. 
Admirers of 
Porfirio Diaz have said that since 
Richard Coeur de Lion the world has 
produced no man of so thrilling a per­ 
sonal and military career as "tile man 
of Mexico," as he was called.

City of Mexico.—Colonel Felix Din*, 
whose attack on Madero led to General 
Iluerta’a election as provisional presi­ 
dent. is one of the most remarkable per­ 
sonal^ lea Mexico had ever produced. Ile 
la the nephew of 1‘ortirio Diaz, who for 
more than thirty years was dictator of 
Mexioo. 
His father was General Felix 
Diaz. who was slain in 1871 in the re­ 
volt of the Diaz faction against Pres! 
dent Benito Juarez. 
Not only does tl»e younger Diaz 
physically resemble his banished un­ 
cle. but their careers up to tile present 
are remarkably parallel. 
Admirers of 
Porfirio Diaz have said that since 
Richard Coeur de Lion the world has 
produced no man of so thrilling a per­ 
sonal and military career us “the man 
of Mexico,” as he was called.

While serving under Madero he was 
visited by envoys of disaffected leaders 
who represented that tile dreamer of 
Nuevo Io*ou, with none of the ability 
of Porfirio Diaz, was a worse tyrant 
than Diaz had ever been. 
Ile was as­ 
sured of the support of the army if he 
would take the lead in a revolt When 
he reached a decision—aud he wasn’t 
long about It—he resigned his commis­ 
sion, 
With the following of Orozco, 
Zapata and Aguiar promised him, a 
Diaz once more issued his “pronuncia­ 
mento.'' 
Ile proclaimed himself chief 
of all the rebel forces in Mexico and 
took possession of the city of Vera 
Cruz, every federal soldier in tho gar­ 
rison deserting to him. as well as tho 
police, firemen and citizen volunteers. 
But the Madero government had been 
warned, and the loyal troops recaptur­ 
ed Vera Cruz after two hours of fight­ 
ing and made Diaz prisoner. 
The order of the court martial was 
that Diaz should be shot at sunrise on 
tho morning of G et 2t>. 
But when the 
news reached the City of Mexico there 
was dissension in the cabinet over what 
course the president should take. The 
majority, 
including 
the 
president’s 
uncle. Ernesto Madero. the minister of 
finance, and Gustavo Madero. the presi­ 
dent’s brother, who was taken prisoner 
by Diaz, insisted that he be shot. With­ 
out deciding just what to do Colonel 
Diaz was placed in prison at Vera 
Cruz and later confined in the Santiago 
prison, from which he escaped.

Keeping pace with the development 
of the Cuyuna iron range is the Cuy­ 
una Range Power company which has 
a water power plant on the Crow 
Wing river and is developing another 
near Pillager, six miles to the west.

Wing river is 4 00 feet, the width at 
the base 25 feet and at the top 9 
feet, and the average head of water 
22 feet, developing 3,000 horsepower.
